REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

It is the position of the examiner that in general, the specific number and angle 
designation of the cameras used, the way in which the cameras progress from one to 
another, and the specific way in which the camera view intersects a line on the frame 
are not known in the art of adhesive administration. Specifically, the use of three 
cameras that overlap in coverage area, wherein the shape of the track is such that the 
track and the deposited line are visually in line from a particular angle is not known. In 
general, most printing arts would not need to monitor the coating in such a way due to 
the fact that most printers use a raster pattern to deposit their coatings.

The most pertinent prior art (US6541757) is of the same general type of adhesive 
administration device as that of the current claims, but it fails to teach many of the 
structural relationships of the current claims that make them significant.
